DOLLARS AND THE BUDGET SYSTEM. 
% 
W e have always believed in a budget system for the ; 
state. 
We have believed that a budget system would go 
far towards introducing system in the expenditure of pub­ 
lic funds and by eliminating waste would work wonders 
along the line of eco n o m y . 
For that reason we hailed the 
budget law with satisfaction two years ago and gave it one 
fair sized affirmative vote in the legislature. 
We have just now had our first glance at the inner 
working of our budget system and we must confess that 
we are disappointed. 
There is evidently something wrong 
with the thing. 
Our budget doesn’t budge according to its 
press notices. 
It leaves nothing in expected economy but 
the one syllable “con.” 
The budget calls for a biennial expenditure of $26,- 
600,000, in round numbers. 
Two years ago the legislature 
managed to appropriate $16,000,000 in round numbers by 
working overtime and making several blanket appropriations. 
t omes now the budget and asks for ten million dollars more 
than the most extravagant legislature Oklahoma e^er had 
dared to appropriate. 
Yes, we voted for the budget bill, but it hasn’t met 
our expectations. 
The theory of it may be at fault. 
Or 
it may be sound in principle and only needs a little tinkering 
to make it function according to expectations. 
Possibly 
the budget engineer does not know how to handle his machin­ 
ery and has let it get away from him. 
Possibly he has 
been surrounded bv men who study more about appropria­ 
tions than thev do about the eighth commandment. 
But if 
this is the best our budget can do, we ought to bundle it 
up and send it to Lenine and Trotsky.
